Our School Trans- 
portation System 


HAS INADEQUATE HOUSING FA- 
’. CILITIES. PROPOSITION 
COMING UP IN JUNE 


Transportation has become one of 
our major school problems... At pre- 
sent. we own a fleet of eleven buses,. 
which represent an expenditure of 


‘approximately $40,000. To keep these 


rolling, we employ a mechanic and 


‘gight additional drivers. About 550 


children regularly ride buses. 

An accruate report is kept on each 
bus—miles traveled, gas, otl and re- 
pairs used and the number regularly 
riding it. This report: is sent to the 
Department of Public Instruction’ at 
theclose of each school year. In 


btkis report. we also include: drivers’ |: 


-and.’mechanies’ salaries, and °one- 
seventh of the cost-of the bus. The 
state reimburses us accordingly. The 
only catch is that the District has to 
pay cash for new buses and gets its 
money back over a period of seven 
years, 

Our biggest problem “at present 
is housing for this expensive equip- 
ment. Our own garage accommo- 
dates five buses. At present, we are 
renting the room (gymnasium) back 
of the Post Office at $10 per month 
per bus from the city, This is on a 
temporary basis. It is difficult -to 
get in and out, and buses must tres- 
pass on.private property in doing so. 

The Board saw several years ago 
that we were going to get caught 
short on storage and purchased six 
lots near the school in east of the 
Cleve Isaman property, on which to. 
build-a modern garage and bus 
storage. We.also cooperated with the 
State Planning Commission and drew 
up plans to be used when funds 
were available. 

The District now - has available 
some $15,000 left from constructing 
our. High Schoo]. At the last meet- 
ing of the Board it was decided that 
we ask the voters of the. District at 
the regular ‘school election in June 
for permission to spread .a special 
tax of five mills over a period of 
three years for the purpose. of erect- 
ing a modern bus - garage and bus 
storage. The architects estimate 
the cost.to be” approximately $40,-. 
000. The building. is planned to store 
eleven buses and has: a modern. work 
shop. ,

One of the largest “moving jobs in 
East Jordan’s history was completed 
on..May' 18th when, the Alpine Con- 
struction Co. of St.* Ignace “moved 
the huge granite boulder from its lo- - 
cation.on the Ellsworth road. to. its .” 
permanent site in the new. Veterans’ 
Memorial Park, on the lake front be- 
tween Mill and Esterly Sts. 


The rock, erected as a memorial 
to the nineteen East Jordan “boys 
who paid the supreme sacrifice in 
World War.Two, for the last year 
presented a seemingly impossible 
transportation problem. Several/com- 
panies offered to do the job.‘ One ~ 
man, from a. neighboring ‘town, ‘said 
he would move it for fifty dollars. He 
went: out, took a look at it and’ no 
one has seen him since. Another firm 
broke a. considerable Jamount of - its 
equipment before giving up. A Fnt 
ae looked it over and gave up the 
10 2 

During the winter months; the 
moving of it became East-Jordan’s 
$64.00 question. Many people. said 
that it couldn’t be moved and, even 
if it-eould be moved, the bridge would 
never hold it. Thus the. thing was. 
argued back and forth at “Coffee 
Time” in Andy’ 8, and Eve & Dell’s, 
and the evening sessions at the Tem: 
ple Grill. 

However, the Rock Moving. com 
mittee, composed of Tom St. Charles, 
Cyril Dolezel. and George Secord, re-.’ 
fused to give up. Last February, Pete 
Della-Moretta, president. of the Al- 
pine Construction Co., with two of 
his men, Burton Madison of St. Ig- 
nace and Russell Mark of McMillan, 
looked it over and said it could: be | 
moved and they could do it. They 
then looked. over the bridge and... re- 
ported it would hold it.
